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2011 Fireworks – Safe and Sane
To the Residents of San Bruno, 

On behalf of your Mayor, City Councilmembers, and City staff, we hope you enjoy a safe 
4th of July holiday.  San Bruno is one of two cities in San Mateo County that authorize 
the sale and use of Safe and Sane fireworks.  The revenue from the sale of Safe and Sane 
fireworks helps many community organizations provide a variety of programs that benefit 
the community, including youth sports programs, booster clubs, and non-profit groups.  
All of these organizations contribute to enhance the quality of life in San Bruno.

To ensure that all residents have the opportunity to have a safe and enjoyable holiday, the 
Police and Fire Departments will again be providing public education and outreach pro-
grams regarding the use of Safe and Sane fireworks.  These efforts are necessary because 
past experience during the holiday has shown there continue to be unsafe practices and 
the use of illegal fireworks.

Your Police and Fire Departments have partnered with the community organizations and 
the Safe and Sane fireworks industry to provide a comprehensive public education pro-
gram.  Fire and Police personnel will provide this information to all our schools, service 
groups, and neighborhood associations to ensure that the safety issues are addressed.

The use of Safe and Sane fireworks is allowed from noon until 10 p.m. beginning on June 
28 to July 3, and from noon until midnight on July 4.  Safe and Sane fireworks are only al-
lowed on private property, and at least ten feet away from any residence, building, or struc-
ture.  Fireworks are not allowed on public property such as streets, parks, schools, or private 
open areas such as parking lots, or vacant property without the consent of the owner.  The 
Police Department will be visiting households and neighborhoods where the use of illegal 
fireworks has been a problem in the past years.  Extra patrols will be deployed throughout 
the City and the area affected by the Glenview Fire. The Police Department will again be 
enforcing the zero tolerance policy of the use of illegal fireworks in San Bruno. Anyone 
found using illegal fireworks within the City limits will be cited and fined up to $1,000.

All of our efforts are committed to making this an enjoyable holiday for the entire com-
munity.  Please do your part to make sure this is a safe 4th of July for the San Bruno 
community.

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Construction of the San Bruno Caltrain Grade Separation Project is underway!  
After completing some preliminary work last summer on an underground storm 
drain culvert on First Avenue, the project to separate the train tracks and road 
surface on San Bruno Avenue and Angus Avenue broke ground October 2010.  
Some trees along Huntington Avenue and in Posy Park were removed and will be 
replaced at the end of construction, and street medians have been removed on San 
Mateo and San Bruno Avenues.  The intersection of San Mateo and San Bruno 
Avenues has undergone a transformation into its temporary configuration that 
includes new lane alignments and temporary streetlights and traffic signals.  

The metal plates on San Mateo, Huntington and San Bruno Avenues demonstrate 
the significant work already in process to relocate and improve water, sewer, storm 
drain, electrical, gas, cable and telephone utilities.  Train tracks from South Linden 
to just north of San Bruno Avenue have been shifted to the west in anticipation of 

the shoofly construction in the coming months.  In July, we expect that the 
new temporary Caltrain station south of the existing station will open.   

Over the summer months, residents will begin to see the grade separation 
taking shape.  Tracks near San Bruno and San Mateo Avenues will be 
shifted to the west and grading of the shoofly continues; weekend street 
closures will be necessary to complete this work.  In preparation for the 
overcrossing, piling driving of support structures will begin sometime in 
late July or August depending on how other aspects 
of the construction are proceeding.  Huntington 
and San Mateo Avenues will be reconfigured to 
provide only one lane of travel in each direction.

While the construction schedule was impacted 
by the winter and spring storms, Caltrain still 

anticipates finishing construction by December 2012.  City staff is working to ensure that the 
construction contractors minimize their impacts on the area, including the number of parking 
spaces occupied and the amount of noise generated.  

The City of San Bruno and Caltrain thank residents and adjacent neighbors for their 
continuing patience and understanding, and are confident that the result will be a safer City 
with increased opportunities to improve our downtown transit corridor.  A meeting is being 
planned for the last week in June to give residents an opportunity to learn more about the 
project.

Caltrain Grade Separation Project
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A very active youth sports program, supported by several non-profit agencies, 
is one of the main characteristics of the City of San Bruno.  Over 2,000 youth 
athletes benefit from participation in healthy and supervised baseball, soccer, 
softball and rugby programs.  This participation is limited however by a need 
for additional field space in the community.  In order to allow for more play 
each year, the City Council has approved the installation of a year-round 
surface at Lions Field.  Instead of a field that is unusable four months each year 
due to the mud puddles, the synthetic grass will create a green, well groomed 
	 facility that is ready for use 
	 by the public at all  
	 times.  

	 The project will be 
	 partially funded by 
	 Parks-in-Lieu fees 
	 and partially by public  
	 donations.  Parks- 
in-Lieu fees are charged to developers who add housing units, thereby 
creating the need for additional recreational facilities.  These fees can only 
be used for capital improvement projects that increase the capacity of 
the parks system.  Because the synthetic grass surface will add 67% more 
hours of useable time, the Lions Field project qualifies for the use of 
these funds.  Local non-profit youth sports organizations and service clubs are working together with City staff 
to generate the additional $500,000 necessary to break ground on the project.  If you are interested in supporting 
this project, please contact Randy Schwartz, Community Services Director, at (650) 616-7181 or rschwartz@
sanbruno.ca.gov to discuss details of the project or recognition for your contributions.

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Rebuilding is underway in the Glenview area.  Though the 
explosion to PG&E’s transmission line and subsequent 
fire destroyed 38 houses, residents and the City are hard at 
work rebuilding homes and restoring the neighborhood’s 
infrastructure.  The Building Division has processed several 
building permits for the reconstruction of homes and 
more are on the way.  To assist the homeowners with their 
rebuilding effort, the City completed a property boundary 
and topographical survey in May for the destroyed homes 
at no cost to the homeowners.

In the months since the disaster, the City has been working 
on restoration of the public infrastructure. Immediately 
after the incident, the underground sewer and water lines 
near the explosion were repaired.  After removing the 
rubble from the destroyed homes, the City awarded a 
contract to provide erosion control for the burned areas 
of Crestmoor Canyon and re-vegetate its slopes.  By the 
end of November, the City moved on with repairing the 
sections of retaining walls on Claremont and Glenview 
Drives that were damaged by the fire.  With the retaining 
wall repair completed in April, the City is moving on to 
the full restoration of the neighborhood.

In the coming months, the City will retain the services 
of a an engineering firm to design the neighborhood 
reconstruction using the best materials and construction 
practices available to provide a vibrant, sustainable 
neighborhood with a strong sense of community.  To 
accomplish this, the engineering firm will design a 
replacement of underground water, sewer, and storm drain 
lines; restoration of the pavement and sidewalk; installation 
of new energy-efficient streetlights; construction of a new 
park; and reforestation of Crestmoor Canyon. 

Several workshops will be held as the design develops 
and the City hopes that the public will remain actively 
involved in the design process to ensure that the rebuilt 
neighborhood meets their expectations.  Although the 
reconstruction schedule is still under development, one 
of the first items will be the reforestation of Crestmoor 
Canyon, expected to occur before next winter.

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The City of San Bruno is pleased to announce the 
completion of our first Community Emergency Response 
Training (CERT) program.  The CERT program, which 
consists of twenty hours of training, instructs members of 
the community in emergency preparedness through both 
classroom and live training exercises.  

San Bruno’s first CERT class was hosted by the Shelter 
Creek Condominium Owner’s Association, and included 
40 participants.  The participants were trained in basic 
disaster preparedness, including natural gas, water, and 
electrical shut off, along with fire extinguisher use.  A 
medical section included treatment of burns, fractures, 
airway management, and basic triage skills.  A light 
search and rescue section included basic building

construction and involved lifting objects with mechanical 
advantage.  A communications lesson section included 
composing emergency messages and an introduction to 
CERT incident command.

A final day practical exercise included hands on fire 
extinguisher usage with live fire, extricating a simulated 
patient from under a collapse, conducting interior 
searches for a simulated missing person, and a patient 
triage scenario.  Upon completion of the program, 
participants received graduation certificates.
